Wheat prices at Winnipeg have 
been pegged at the request of the Do¬ 
minion government, the regulation be¬ 
coming effective on May 18. This 
followed the 23 cent drop in price dur¬ 
ing .the week. The new ruling means 
that no trades can be made in wheat 
at prices less than the Saturday finish. 

Hon. J. A.’ MacKinnon told the 
House of Commons that fear of lost 
markets because of changing war con¬ 
ditions was one factor responsible for 
the decline in wheat prices. This led 
the government to intervene by pegg¬ 
ing. The break in Chicago wheat fu¬ 
tures was even more drastic. On Sat¬ 
urday, May 11, the May wheat at Win¬ 
nipeg closed at 89% cts. and one 
week later, on Saturday. May 18, the 
May wheat sold as low as 60% cts. 

When the final quotations were giv¬ 
en on Saturday, May wheat was quot¬ 
ed at 69% cts. 

Another factor in the break was 
considerable selling by exporters 
against contracts which were cancelled 
on account of the purchasing countries 
being involved in the war. It is need¬ 
less to say that the Canadian wheat 
board took no action wfftch would in 
any way aggravate the situation. 

President Roosevelt may act to halt 
the recent sharp declines. This may 
take the form of a loan program. Last 
year this plan resulted in a national 
average at about 63 cts., including 
rates for grain stored on farms.

So far as is known, 
neither country has had any cause to regret this friendly 
intercourse, and it has not been abused. 

One important poiflt is chat Canada needs every dol¬ 
lar of American money that tourists may bring in, ir. 
order to purchase American war material. The flow ol’ 
dollars will be dependent on the treatment which Ameri¬ 
cans receive at the border and while in Canada. In 
strict check is kept on all incoming cars, without the 
natural course of procedure in both countries, a fairly 
travellers being aware of the check.

The feeling exists that Canada is 
not “all out” in her war effort. How¬ 
ever, incorrect comparisons have been 
drawn in connection with the an¬ 
nouncement that Australia is prepar¬ 
ing her seventh overseas division. The 
fact is that Australia’s first five over¬ 
seas division served in the war of 
1914-18. For the present war tho 
numbering was continued and the 
sixth division was thus the first sent 
in 1940. The seventh (or second for 
this war) is now in preparation. There 
are about 20,000 Australian troops 
now abroad. Authorized new enlist¬ 
ments will bring this to 48,000. Rein¬ 
forcements will require 40,000 more. 
In addition, the Australian Air Force 
requires an enlistment of 57,473, to 
be completed by MaA-h, 1943. Many 
of these will receive advanced train¬ 
ing in Canada.
